Mr. 
Meeker Is on his way back east, but 
he scorns the Pullman; he proposes to 
travel the entire distance to Iowa 
along the old ox wagon trail over 
which he came to the Oregon country 
fifty-three years ago. 
His outfit is as nearly as possible an 
exact reproduction of the one in which 
he and his young bride made the trip 
across the plains in 1852.

week. 
Our 
party 
escaped the cholera and got through 
without losing an animal or a piece of 
baggage. 
“ I 
remember how 
glad we were 
when we got to Tho Dalles of the Co­ 
lumbia, for we thought that then our 
troubles were ended. We piled all our 
baggage on to a big flatboat, and there 
was hardly any room for passengers, 
but we sat around on the baggage and 
were happy. 
One day as we were go- 
i ing through a gorge with the moun- 
! tains rising high on both sides some 
I one 
started 
singing 
softly 
‘Home, 
j Sweet Home.’ 
Others took up the 
j song, and we all sang one verse. Then 
j we started the secoud, but at the close 
of the second line every one stopped 
suddenly and we all cried like babies, 
every one of us.”

Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 15.—Among 


tuo visitors 
to the president 
were 


Ch.alrma.Di Shonts aud Chief Engineer 
Stevens, oi' the Panama canal commis- 
sion. After a loug conference with the 
president 
Chilli-man 
Shonts 
talked 


frankly about the -work of the com- 
mission and about canal 
conditions. 


"Our talk with the president today," 
s-aid he, "was of a general character 
.ybcut ca-JJil matters. 
The president 


desired to see Mr. Stevens before we 
left for -the isthmus and to discuss 
with berth, of us the progress of the 
work. Just now we have about 12,- 
000 men at'work on the en mil. That 
is about as many as we could employ 
under the existing conditions. 


Work of Organization To Be Done. 


"We have our executive stuff thor- 


oughly organized now, but the organ- 
izu~tio:i has not been completed OEI the 
isthmus. 
That is apart of the -work 


Mr. Stevens will have to do. His en- 
gineering stall! must be organized and 
its work mapped o.ut. We must make 
arrangements for the housing, feeding 
and general care of our employes, in it- 
self a great task, and we must com- 
plete the sairitary arrangements in the 
American zot'.i'. 
All this will require 


time and energy und hard work, but it 
will be accomplished successfully. 


Recreation for tlio Employe*. 


"I have about concluded arrange- 


ments with a man who is to go to the 
isthmus to arrange for the recreation 
oi1 the canal employes. We will have 
rea-dSng rooms, amusement hulls and 
ail that sort of tiling, by means of 
which the men- may pass their idle 
hours pleasantly aud profitably. 
The 


sanitary conditions oil the isthmus are 
not so bad as they have .been report- 
ed to be. A lot of people have become 
frightened by the yellow fever, but it 
is not so bad as might be expected. 


BKPOBT9 MUCH EXAGGERATED 


Fncts About the Numbor of Victims of 


Yellow fovor. 


"In fact the reports from the isthmus 


regarding health conditions have been 
grossly exaggerated. 
Judge M'agoon 


has sent reports that present the exact 
conditions, and they have been made 
public precisely as he sent them. 
He 


and I agreed -before we went to Pana- 
ma that the exact conditions should be 
-made public, and that agreement has 
been kept both by him and by me. Out 
of twenty cases of yellow fever in May 
we lout oi/ly four. The sanitary con- 
ditions are being bettered Ell the time. 


"My belief is that the actual digging 


of the canal will have to be done by 
laborers inniu-cil to thi* tropical cli- 
mate. 
That labor we shall be able to j 


get, I believe, without any 
serious 


trouble." 
Asked whether Is was his 


idea to use Chinese labor on. the canal 
to any extent ho replied that some 
Chinese from the rice fields of south- i 
ern China probably would meet the 
labor requirements OEI the isthmus," but 
he doubted whether the northern Chi- 
nese coulci live and work well in the 
tropical climate of Panama. 


Adverting to the Panama railroad, 


he ?aid: 
"We have been devoting a 


good1 deal of time recently to the Pan- 
uiiia railroad. 
It is now in excellent 


condition." 
Chairman Shouts 
was 


asked whether he could say anything 
regarding the proposed transfer of the 
isthmian canal commission and its af- 
fairs from the war department to the 
state department. 
"I think," he re- 


plied, "you would better get that In-
